I tems of Interest. 

— A ton of good coal is said to yield 
about 8,ooo feet of purified gas. 

— It is said that rice is the staple food 
of nearly one half of thehuman race. 

— A machine capable of washing and 
rinsing 2,000 plates per hour by electrici- 
ty is now in the market at Paris. 

— Public sentiment is growing in Eng- 
land in favor of a joint coramission for 
the settlement of the Venczuela question. 

— Arrangements for the wedding of Ex- 
President Harrison are said to be well ad- 
vanced, though the date is not yet an- 
nounced. 

— In the British House of Commons 
last week the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute was discussed. Speeches favoring 
arbitration were made by Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, JohnDillon and others. 

— It is calculated that eleven times as 
much coal is required to generate elec- 
tricity for heating a building as to pro- 
duce steam for the same purpose, Under 
the most favorable circumstances elèctric 
heating is twice as expensive as steam. 

— Mathematical calculations show that 
an iron ship weighs 27 per cent. less than 
a wooden one, and will carry 115 tons of 
cargo for every 100 tons carried by a 
wooden ship of the same dimensions, and 
both loaded to the same «Iraught of wàter. 

— The Insurance Retaliation btll was 
signed by Governor Morlon last week, 
whereby certain German Insurance com- 
panies are not allowed to do business in 
New York State, on account of the strin- 
gent regulations which praclically expel 
New York companies from Germany. 
Acting under this law, February 21, Su- 
perintendent Pierce, of the State Insur- 
ance Department, ruled three Prussiah 
companies out of New York State.
